The extraction of tannin from palmet- 


to leaves lias now become u practical in- 
dustry, iuul it is claimed that leather 
tanned with this ]>rurluct call 1x5 more 
economically produced than that \vhicli 
is treated with oak or hemlock bark, 
while tho resiclno forms a, valuable, pa- 
per stock, which is also utilized, in tho 
process of extraction tho leavns aucl 
fitoms are -scparatod, the stems arc 
crushed flat through rollers, while tho 
leaves are finely shredded. This material 
ia then placed in a large wooden, tank 
and covered with water, tho mass is 
brought to tho boiling point, but not al- 
lowed to boil violently, beiug kept near 
but below tho boiling point for 48 
hours, the liquid being then ready for 
the tannery. After the tannin has been 
extracted the palmetto is steamed in a 
chemical solution, which removes the 
silicate contained in tho palmetto and 
changes the glossy shield to a gummy 
mass, which can be removed without 
injury to the fiber, hut in making imi- 
tation horsehair this gummy mass is al- 
lowed to dry, as it adds to tho elasticity 
of tho fiber. There are several combina- 
tions in which the production of tannin 
and liber is said to bo practicable and 
advantageous, so that tanneries situated 
in*tho vicinity of paper mills can grind 
tho palmetto in tho same manner ac 
bark, and the residue, after bleaching, 
is iu proper shape for tho paper mill.— 
New York Sun.
